\\ ASHINGTDN — Kentucky Sen 
Thruston Morton. Chairman of the 
Republican Senatorial Campaign 
Committee, was whistling tn the 
dark when he predicted yesterday 
that tin' GOP will pick up any­ 
where from three to lü seats in 
the 1966 elections. 


Privately, Republican leaders— 
including Morton—agree they will 
lie lucky to hold their own. Four­ 
teen of the Senate's 32 Republi­ 
cans are up for re-election and at 
least five are in serious trouble. 


Acting on White House orders. 
Democratic strategists will throw 
money and manpower into five 
states to purge GOP incumbents 
who frequently oppose The Great 
Society. The directors of the AFL- 
CIO Committee on Political Edu­ 
cation mot recently in San Fran­ 
cisco and agreed 
to concentrate 
their resources in these same five 
states. The key races: 
John Tower, the only Republi­ 
can in modern political history to 
be elected a Texas Senator, tops 
the Lyndon Johnson purge list. 
Tower was until recently given 
no chance at all but he has cam­ 
paigned with a fierce determina­ 
tion and is now accorded an even 
chance for re-election. 
Nebraska’s Carl Curtis, an out­ 
spoken Administration critic who 
sparked Senate investigations into 
Bobby Baker and Billie Sol Estes, 
will pay the penalty.

Tips To Assist 
Home Sewers 
With New Styles 


Sleev es are becoming more and 
m ore im portant in fashion. And , 
since the sleev eless d ress was a 
fav orite for so m any y ears, many 
home sewers may hav e d ifficu lty 
in hand ling the new sty les. Here 
are some tips that may help: 


Be su re y ou u se the sleev e 
pattern that comes with the blou se 
or d ress patt« ‘m . Many armholes 
8 re shaped d ifferently , and y ou 
shou ld not su bstitu te a pattern. 


Baste alway s on seam allow­ 
ance. When y ou are su re that 
both sleev es are right, baste th« 'm 
in on the seam line. This latter 
is m ore im portant than it may 
seem . To hav e a garm ent fit, 
y ou mu st take u p in basting the 
ex act seam allowance prov id ed 
for in the pattern. 


Lacking a 
sleev e board , roll 
u p a m agazine or large roll of 
newspaper. Place a cloth ov er 
it, press the sleev e seam open, 
and toward the garm ent. 
Pressing the top of the sleev e 
takes 
patience, 
bu t

smooth, wrmkleless top will be 
y ou r rew ard . 
When fitting a sleev e, if the 
tr» p seem s a little longer, mark 
the line with pins.
